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EXPLANATORY NOTES 
This bulletin contains a summary of vital statistics for New South Wales 
for the year ended 31 December 1970. Detailed statistics for earlier 
years are published in the Official Year Book of New South Wales and in 
Population and Vital Statistics part of the Statistical Register. 


Estimates of the Population have been prepared by adding to the population 
ascertained at the previous census the subsequent natural increase (the 


excess of births over deaths) and estimated net migration. The estimated 
net migration component has been based on statistics of oversea migration 
by State of Residence and estimates of interstate transfers of residence, 
derived from recorded transfers of State of residence under child endowment 
and Commonwealth electoral procedures, with an estimated allowance for 
transfers of residence not covered by these procedures. No allowance is 
made for holiday, business, or other similar short-term movements interstate. 
Population estimates for periods since the census of 30 June 1966 are 
subject to revision when the population 1s ascertained at the next census, | 
and any discrepancy disclosed by the census will be added to the estimated 
net migration, 


Aborigines. Full-blood Aborigines have been included in popuiation estimates 
from 30 September 1966, and in statistics of births and deaths (and hence, 

of natural increase) from 1 January 1967. (Marriages of Aborigines are 
included in all periods.) Differences between population estimates including 
Aborigines and those purporting to exclude them should not be taken as a 
reliable measure of the number of full-blood Aborigines. 


Births and Deaths in Statistical Divisions. Births registered in New South 
Wales are allocated geographically according to the usual residence of the 
mother, and deaths registered are allocated according to the usual residence 
of the deceased. In cases where the usual residence is outside the State, 
the birth or death is allocated according to the place in which it occurred. 


Still-births, Still-births are not included in statistics of deaths. 
Statistics of still-births for 1969 and 1970 relate to births of foetuses, 


registered in N.S.W. during the year, which were of at least 20 weeks gestation, 


or at least 400 grammes weight at delivery, and whose heart did not beat after 
the complete expulsion or extraction of the child from the mother. In 
previous years they related to children of seven months gestation or over, 

not born alive, including any child not born alive which measured at least 
fourteen inches, but excluding any child which had actually breathed (in 1968, 
excluding any child whose heart beat after delivery). 


Infant deaths. The term "infant deaths" relates to the deaths of infants 
under one year of age. 


Classification of Causes of Death. Deaths have been classified in this 
bulletin according to the Eighth Revision (1965) of the International 
Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death 
(introduced in 1968) and the figures for the various causes of death are 
not strictly comparable in all cases with those for years prior to 1968. 
From 1 January 1969 a new form of medical certificate of cause of 

death, for deaths at ages under 28 days, was introduced. This new 
certificate resulted in more precise reporting of causes of neonatal 
deaths, and this should be borne in mind when comparing the figures shown 
in Table 22 with those shown in 1968 and previous years. 


Statistical Divisions, For the purpose of presenting official statistics 


of the State, New South Wales is divided into a number of statistical 
divisions, A new set of 12 statistical divisions was adopted from 1 
January 1970 and is described in the mimeographed publication 

"Statistical Divisions and Subdivisions of N.S.W.'", issued in December 1969. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES (Continued) 
Under the new system the Statistical Divisions are intended to represent 
"regions" of the State which are characterised by discernible social and/or 
economic links between the inhabitants and economic units within them, under 
the unifying influence of one or more major cities or towns. The boundaries 
of the Divisions have accordingly been delineated on the basic criterion that 
the degree of economic and/or social contact and interaction within each 
Division should be maximised. It should be emphasised that the boundaries 
of the Divisions cannot be regarded as sharp lines of demarcation — they 
May, of necessity, be positioned within peripheral zones in which the 
influences of two or more "focal" cities or towns overlap in varying degrees. 


In the case of Sydney and its periphery, the factors taken into account 
in drawing the divisional boundaries are necessarily different from those 
for the rest of the State. The Sydney Statistical Division is predominantly 
urban in character - and its boundary was specially delineated in 1966 to 
embrace the area expected to contain the urban development of Sydney (and 
associated smaller urban centres) during at least the next twenty years. 

The area within the Division is now (or is expected to be) socially and 
economically oriented, to a marked degree, towards Sydney. The "Outer 
Sydney" Statistical Division embraces areas which are on the periphery 
of the Sydney Division, but which have only limited economic and social 
orientation towards Sydney; such peripheral areas have many independent 


characteristics and do not logically form part of any other Statistical 
Division. 


The Newcastle Statistical District (within the Hunter Statistical 
Division) and the Wollongong Statistical District (within the Illawarra 
Division) are general-purpose statistical areas specially delineated in 
1966, using the same concepts and criteria as for the Sydney Statistical 
Division (see above).
